3!here are men who have been raised to or hsTo assumed various funotlotts of loader* 
ship on dlTors Xorels, or vdio aspire to tbamt without having however the authority 
sttoh fVanotions invoXTs* Suoh authority steDs from soma pretious stand and fraai a era* 
atlTo politioaX aotiTify* ^ absent* And paralysed aetion aalcss insoours any 

foondation for posts of authority'# and generates the fear that the situation oanaot 
endure^ that the polltloal Taemim oannot remain pemanent* In the absenoe of posltlTW 
^uaXifi oat ions or aotlvlties that might be opposed to oonpetitors# the only rassining 
means is the attempt to paralyse all other aetlvlty* To those idio are trying to ears 
their own lives all means are legitimate# and even a orlme beocnoes seXf-dofenso under 
ottoh oiroisnatanioeB* And there are many who are fighting for their poXitloaX esisteneo* 
But their polltloal agony Is not due to any outside Izrtsrrsotlon# but to an inner' 
deooB^eltion# to the inability to oope with the tasks imposed by tiie tines axtd olr* ) 
oumstanoes in whioh we are living* 

So it is not surprising that verbal indignations* even dwreloped in newspaper 
ax*tlolot* against the ignominies we are oonstantly faoed with* have no effect what* 
ever* All the more so as hypooritloal Indignation takes its place alosogside the sin* 
oere sort* All too often we disooves^ undor the faultlessly pure verbal garments* but 
tha eatlsfaotion of seeing a eompetltor placed in suoh an unfavorable light* that of 
finding him revealed as inadequate* not able to oonoeal his hand* 

It Is thus that* in the disoussion arisen in oonnsetlon with the denunolstlon mdo 
against Hr* Italaaea* the thing that has oone to the Ibre is the ridioulous eltustlen 
of Hessrs* Tisolsnu and Cretslanu* who were required to state their own flnaaolaX 
resourees* so that everyone could take note how little still rwmins of the famous 
Swiss funds* (These funds* become the bone of oontention* lad to the dlsn^ptiwa 

of the former National Ooenlttea* and ferm to 'tills day the sole preoooupation* the 
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sole subject of discussion among those ivoold vish to osll thaaselTes Bumnslan

%poorisy« like the suspiolon of hypoorlsy. as well as tiie petty lervel of our 
oonoems* leave moral argument a oonpletely deprived of all efficacy* Partiettlar2y as 
we esilea are too few, eaoh with his own well oxystaXlised positions snd interests^ 
and looking a auffioiently large floating mass that might gire oonslstenoy to ourrestts 
of opinion* jUid we espeot the solutions to our prcblwas too muoh from outside^ to take 
Into aooount what eaoh of us might think* 

All dishonorable sets carry moral sti^Bata^ whether or not these are felt here and 
now* Obligations of Individual dignity* of national solidarity, of mutual respeot* 
must be recalled even to those who might feel such obligations do not oonoera t hem * 
Even if it be only to remind them that their temporary abeyanoe is definitely aooepted. 
We hope some fine day the general level of our preoocupatlons will be raised* and this 
hope should not be abaxsdoned* 

But the problem of denunoiatlons* whioh has become a veritable plague, has other 
Thougy 

aspects too* ttaav^enoxioiatlons are used to eliminate ocmipetitors, they may sometimes 
have sincere motives or motives apt to defend us against infiltration hy ootammlst 
agents, with an obligation of loyally toward the countries that grant us asylma* Let 
us Inag iMa for a moment that Messrs* Tlsolanu and Cretslauu put tboaselves the foUowi* 
Ing problems Ur* ^*alasa has succeeded In making a position for himself in Amerioa* and 
he supports the Badescu group* Both these things should please us as Rum a ni a n s, even 
though Mr* Malaxa parsonally might not be liked, and General Badesou might be an ad> 
versary* But there are Indioatioxis or susplolons that he maintains or might maintain 
a eolUboration with the ooanunlsts*(That these indications or suspicious are not 
•erioos le proven by the fact that his residenoe permit was renewed* And the ease with 
which the Coonittee accepted the possibility In principle of a oollaboratlon with the 
OflWKaniit regime, were It not a hypocrltloal pretext, would oonstltute an indication 
that we are loath to formulate* If Mr* 7isoiana*s past pro^Sovlot attitude la not 
proven, there is so eXement that might permit us to to believe that the various acts 
of the Ccrwnlt tee serve otherwise than coincidentally the purposes of the communist 
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regime t paralysiz^ asd dleniptlng the edigration* It is not Hr* Vi8ol«nu*e present 
oonverelon to anti-Sovietism that ve put in doubts but his capaoily of n alci ng this 
attitude bear fruit*) In other eords^ the oonlliat would have been as followss Rmanl<B 
intoraets would have required that Ur* HaXaxa (like* indeed* az^ other Rmanian) re- 
gain in the United states* but loyalty to the oountry that gave the hospitality 
required that he be maiaaked* And this oonfllct* too* might oppose two loyalties and 
could vexy well ooeur or be iavoked in other oases as well* 

But if it is logltioate for eaoh oountry to defend its seourlly and henoe to losop 
Informed of any activities of those benefiting from its hospitaliiy that mi^t affect 
that security* suoh information ic oarried out by the usual services* Assuredly* too* 
with the assistanoe of agents from among the persons having aooesa to the respective 
oiroles - in this case* the Humanians* So long as the latter carry out their ssovic# 
oorreotly* their aotlvlly is legitimate and it does not hamper us* beoause our prob- 
lesos have no oontaot with the lives of tho ootintriea that give ua aaylua* but are 
diroeted toward ooaabating oommuniam* But our obligation of loyal-fy toward those ooun- 
tries oannot be greater than that inoumbent to their own nationals* This oonoems the 
desnnoiation of oomoon-law orlminala and of offences that affeot the seourity and the 
publio order of the state* The fight we are waging against oommimism is not covered 
by the laws that defend the security of the state* Only our persons and libertieB are 
defended* only thsy are uxider tho proteotion of the laws of vay oountry that defend 
the individual* More brutally said* the polioe of the oountxy in whioh we live will 

not intervene imless the assassination or kidnapping of oxie of t(s be attempted* or if 
• ■ « 
it be a natter of some activity that endangers the seouri^ of the reepeotive state*

Suoh things constitute but esoeptlozmil/aBddstidaB of ocamunlst agents* Usually* they 
(the missions) are directed at Infondng and creating diversions smong tho smigratlon* 
That is to say* desoribing ksbI persons* with their individual faults and qualities* In 
order to establish how dangerous each of us is and to identify aotlvlties* so that ths 
thread that oonneots us with those at hosie may be reached* Diveraionaisn tends toward 
paralysing actions i through denonoiations* slander* misunderstandings* 

Against sdoh aotlTities* the polioe does not protect us* The den un o i ation of the 
agents that carry them out does not take then out of n olreulatlon* beoause such 
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totlTitloi ATQ not punisbabloy tbay moroly sorrs to idostliy thon* It is only o»* 
ooptioxttilly that a la«r»abldin^ stato resorts to sdnlalrtrstiTe sets. hsTo to dofond 
ourselres^ therefore s ti^ough the ldentifloation« isolation^ and psra3ysstloa (of sueh 
sets or egeixts). through ao^alrijag a habit of dlsoipllne of seore^ eurroiasidliig the 
aotiojost the real aetions« not our Innooent dally IlToa* 

That is why danunoiatlons of the kind practised by Kessrs* Tiroiaxm and Cretslana 
cannot be motiyated even by hypoorlfly, as being iapoBttd by the need to defond us« the 
esdles^ or the oountiy that glrea us asyluoa Vied as weapons against eoapetltorst they 
giro DO results* To bo satisfied with having struok a blew at an adversary* awxwly 
beoause one has eaused him the unpleasantness of a statoaent to ths polios* Is not 
only abjeoti It Is petty* One does nou merely sorateh an adversaxy*
